S.O. 880(E).— Whereas the Central Government has received a proposal made 
M M/s Premier Oil Cachar BV, (For Schlumberger Asia Services Limited) 8 
Floor Le Merediaa Commercial Tcwer, Windsor Place, Raisina Road, New Delhi 
to Pen-oleum and Explosives Safetj; Organisation (PESO) for permission to import 
certain explosives by air from United States of America for oil exploration 

purposes; 

And, whereas the Petroleum and Explosives Safety Organisation (PESO) is 
satisfied that the proposed import of explosives shall be used for oil exploration 
purposes and, therefore, exemption from the provisions of sub-rule (2) oi rule 31 ot 
thb Explosives Rules,1983 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules) is necessaiy as 
the provisions of that sub-rule prohibit import or export of explosives specified 
•herein by air; ^ 


And whereas the Director General of Civil Aviation has, in exercise of the . 
powers conferred by rule 8 of the Aircraft Rules 1937, grated 
permission with certain conditions to M/s. Premier Oil C^h^BV, New Delhi to 
carry such explosives by air vide’their permit number 16-DG/2007, dated the 29 
January, 2007 which is valid upto the 3U‘ July, 2007 for one consignment on y. 


Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of 
section 14 of the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), the Central Government hereby 
exempts M/s. Premier Oil Cachar BV, New Delhi from the provisions of sub-rule 
(2) of rule 31 of the said rules, ‘for import of the following explosives, the items 
and quantities of which are specified in the Table below, by air from^M/s. 
Schlumberger Reservoir Completions, 14910 Airline Road, Rosharon, Texas 

77583, United States of America at Rolkata airport, namely:-

2. The explosives mentioned in the Table shall be imported subject to the following 
conditions, namely 

(1) Necessary clearances are obtained from the Director General of Civil Aviation 
and the Airports Authority of India and conditions, if any, imposed by the said 
authorities shall be complied with; 

(2) Explosives conforming only to Division 1.4 of the Division relating to class 1- 
Explosives falling under 3.1 of section 3 of International Air' Transport 
Association Dangerous Goods Regulations, (37^^ Edition) which became 
effective on January’, 1996, shall be imported; 

(3) The relevant provisions relating to the possession, transport, use and import of 
explosives, (except sub-rule (2) of rule 31) of the said rules shall be complied 
with; 

(4) Requisite nurnber of explosives vans, licensed under the said rules, shall be kept 
ready at the airport so that the explosives can be removed expeditiously from the 
aircraft after its landing; 

(5) Aircraft shall be parked at a remote place at the airport and an area of at least five 
hundred square metres around the aircraft and the explosives van shall be 
cordoned off by providing adequate number of security guards in consultation 
with the Director General of Civil Aviation before the transfer of explosives from 
aircraft to van begins. The arrangement shall continue till such transfer is 
completed and the van is duly locked and leaves the site; 

(6) Smoking or use of naked light shall not be permitted within the cordoned area; 
and 

(7) Vans carrying the explosives shall proceed to the storage magazine licensed 
under the said rules and no undue delay shall be made on . the way and all 
provisions of the said rules and local traffic rules and municipal regulations, if 
any. sliall be complied with during the transportation of the explosives.
